Going to work on a compromise 
bill, House members won Confer- 
ence Committee approval of a pro- 
vision making the Federal ballot 
available only” to those service 
voters who are overseas on elec- 
tion day. 

By yesterday’s compromise the 
Federal ballot can be used only 
by voters from states whose Gov- 
ernors have certified its accept- 
ance as a bona fide absentee 
ballot, 

‘Senate conferees today said the 
compromise bill would be taken 
up first in the Senate, probably 
next week, 

Neither Side Claims It. 

The compromise was arranged 
after more than two weeks of 
argument, but neither side seemed 
anxious to claim it for its own. 

“I'm afraid it will have the ef- 
fect of forcing this Federal ballot 
on the soldier and keeping a 
state ballot from him, depriving 
him of his right to vote for state 
and county officers.” 

“IT doubt very much whether it 
is entirely acceptable to any of 
us,” said Senator Green (Dem.), 
Rhode Island, co-author of the 
original Federal ballot bill which 
took such a battering in the Sen- 
ate and House that it all but died. 

etails of Plan. 

The new plan, sent toward Sen- 
ate and House floors, where con- 
ference compromises are usually 
accepted, provides: 


A Federally-distributed short- 
form ballot for the armed forces 
to vote for President, Vice-Presi- 
dent and members of Congress. 

It can be used by voters of 
states that have their own ab- 
sentee ballot machinery —= if 
the Governors certify befo 

Aug. 1 that the Federal form is 
acceptable under state law. 

Voters from states that have 
no absentee voting law can use 
the Federal form only if the 
Governor certifies ¢hat the bal- 
lot will be received as a bona- 
fide vote. 

No serviceman or woman can 
get a Federal ballot unless the 
the voter applies for a state 
ballot and swears it hasn’t been 
delivered by Oct. 

Primaries uded. 

. The Oct, 1 deadline automatical- 
ly keeps Federal ballots out of 
primaries—the controlling  elec- 
tions in many Southern states. In 
addition, states that accept the 
Federal ballot must accept all its 
terms; waiver of poll tax payments 
and local registration for armed 
service voters. 

California is the only State that 
has specific approval of Federal 
ballots in its election laws. The 
provision was adopted in a recent 
session of the Legislature. 

Legislatures of 20-states are 
meeting now, or soon will meet. 
Eleven states plan no legislative 
session this year. 

Conferees said, however, that 
the compromise may not require 
action by legislatures. In most 
cases, they said, states can ac- 
cept the Federal ballots by an ex- 
pression from the Governor or At- 
torney General that they do not 
conflict with state laws. 


ISSUANCE OF SERIAL GASOLINE

Local pride 
and prejudice, fanned into a con- 
suming flame by the self-interest 
of innumerable ‘county Mayors, 
Aldermen, Police Judges and po- 
litical rings, tenacious of their 
profitable power and control, will 
forever prevent ‘St. Louis from 
expanding if the above conditions 
be required. . 

- Now Is Time to Act, He Says. 

“Sound public policy and the 
mutual. advantages of consolida- 
tion will be hereafter (as they 
have been in the past) ignored 
and the machinations of interest- 
ed politicians will prevent St. Louis 
from ever obtaining relief. If it 
is right that the metropolitan 
area will be consolidated; then it 
must be done directly and quickly 
by approval of praposal No. 350, 
and its confirmation by the citi- 
zens of the State.” 

The pamphlet pointed out that 
St. Louis, confined in a 61-square- 
mile area, declined in population 
rank from the country’s fourth 
‘largest city in 1910 to the eighth 
largest in 1940. 

Included was a table of 1043 tax 
rates to show that Ladue was the 
- only St. Louis County muhicipal- 
‘ty with a rate lower than that of 
Sz. Louis. 

Proposal ‘350, introduced last 
Dec. 2 by Delegate Everett Hull- 
verson of St. Louis, would add 
about 125 square miles and about 
271,000 persons to the city. The 
territory proposed for outright an- 
nexation includes real estate with 
an assessed valuation of about 250 
million dollars, about five-sixths of 
the total assessed valuation of St. 
Louis County property. 

City Would Pay County. 

Under the proposal, the city 
would have to purchase from the 
eounty all land and buildings 
which the county owns in the 
area, including the courthouse, 
hospital and health center and 
Highway Department garages. It 
would assume the corporate debts 
and obligations of all the munici- 
palities, schoo] districts and sewer 
districts in the annexed area, The 
city also: would assume debts and 
obligations of St. Louis County in 
a ratio in proportion to the 
amount of assessed yaluation tak- 
en in, 

A commission of five persons to 
be appointed by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court would be .set up to 
determine the proportion: of debts 
and obligations to be assumed by 
the city.. Two members would be 
from the city, two from the coun- 
ty, and the fifth from elsewhere 
in Missouri. The commission also 
would determine the amount of 
payment by the city for land and 
buildings acquired. 

The area proposed for annexa- 
tion’ includes Lambert-St. Louis 
Field but does not take in the Co- 
lumbia Bottoms site selected for 
development of a second major 
‘airport.

Wife of Commanding General of Eighth 
Army Air Force Tells of Value of Services 


to Boys in Overseas Operations. 


The Red Cross War Fund cam- 
paign for $2,800,000 began in St. 
Léuis today marked by an address 
by Mrs. James Doolittle, wife of 
the commanding general of the 
Eighth Air Force, as 12,000 volun- 
teer workers began a house-to- 
house solicitation throughout the 
city and county. 

The drive, part of a national 
campaign to raise $200,000,000 for 
wartime activities of the organiza- 
tion, got off to a good start with 
a contribution of $100,000 from An- 
heuser-Busch, Inc. . 

Speaking at a rally at Washing- 
ton University, Mrs. Doolittle 
quoted her husband; who led the 
Tokyo raid, as saying: “No one 
has to sell the Red Cross to the 
Army Air Forces overseas. It is 
my opinion—and I am sure the 
boys in the American Air Force 
agree with me—that the Red Cross 
War Fund deserves the unquali- 
fied support of the entire coun- 
try.” 

Mrs. Doolittle said that her hus- 
band frequently wrote in praise of 
the work of the Red \Cross girls 
overseas.. His superior, Lieut. Gen. 
Carl Spaatz, commander United 
States Strategic Air Forces, Mrs. 
Doolittle said, also paid tribute to 
the Red Cross, stressing its work 
at advanced airfields and among 
undernourished children of lib- 
erated areas, — 

“He should know what the Red 
Cross is doing and that it is well 
worth while,” Mrs. Doolittle said, 
“for his daughter is passing out 
doughnuts and coffee from‘a Red 
Cross Clubmobile somewhere in 
Dngiand.” 

Mrs. Doolittle said that the Red 
Cross maintains 350 overseas clubs 


and a force of more than 4100 
workers with our expeditionary 
forces. Field directors, she said, 
aid service men in their personal 
problems, serving as a medium of 
communication between the sol- 
dier and his family. 


Blood plasma, she continued, 1s 
now being used in the air. On 
several occasions, she said, lives 
of aviators have been saved by 
administering plasma while return- 
ing from missions. 


“There is no way. of estimating 
the good the Red Cross does in 
boosting the morale of our airmen 
overseas,” Mrs. Doolittle said, “for 
when they come back from ‘skies 
filled with flak, rockets and can- 
non fire over Hitler’s fortress they 
are tense and tired. But right 
there on the field where they land 
are Red Cross girls with refresh- 
ments. The men relax. They feel 
that someone really cares.” 

Mrs. Doolittle also praised the 
women Red Cross workers at 
home, who give hundreds of volun- 
teer hours to its various services 
and those who contribute money 
so that the organization may ac- 
complish its war time mission, 


J. Russel Coulter, campaign 
chairman, stated that the $2,800,- 
000 goal would be attained in a 
short time “if every St. Louisan 
digs down deep in his pockets 
and gives to the extent he thinks 
his loved one in the Army or Navy 
is worth. 

“T hope we can all have the thrill 
of seeing a Red Cross sticker next 
to every service flag handing in 
the windows of St. Louis besides 
many more symbols of the cam- 
paign.”

‘Penalties Range From 


Some Admit Purchases 
Without Giving Points. 


Seven St. Louls restaurants and 
markets have been suspended from 
dealing -in rationed meats for 
periods ranging from one day to 
one month after signing .stipula- 


of Price Administration regula- 
tions, Taylor Sandison, district 
OPA enforcement officer, said to- 
day. 


‘North Eighth street, was prohib- 
ited from handling meat for 30 
days beginning last Monday and 
was placed on probation for one 
year. According to the stipulation, 
the restaurant was indebted to the 


70,000 meat points and had in its 
possession 6000 se coupons ob- 
‘tained and held in violation of 
OPA regulations. 

The Garavelli Cafe, Restaurant | 
and Catering Co., Inc., 3559 Olive 
street, also was suspended from 
using meat for 30 days beginning 
next Monday, but the last 27 days 
of the suspension were ordered 
stayed on the provision the con- 
cern complies 
The firm admitted in the stipu- 
lation -the purchase, without 
points, of meat having a value 
of about 20,000 points. 


Suspension orders of 30 days 
each, prohibiting the purchase or 
sale of meats, fats, fish or cheese, 
were issued against Bettendorf’s 
Market, 2732 Chippewa street, the 
Lafayette Food Store, 1700 South 
Tenth street, and the P & A Mar- 
ket, 4401 Delor street. The sus- 
pensions will begin Monday, but 
will be stayed after the first six 
days and the respondents placed 
on probation for the remainder 
of the period, 

According to the stipulations the 
Bettendorf market admitted pur- 
chase of meats carrying a value 
of 20, points, for which no pay- 
ment of ration currency was made, 
and the sale of ~about.15 hams 
without requiring payment of 
points. The Lafayette concern ad- 
mitted purchasing meats with a 
value of more than 14,000 points 
without surrendering ration cur-/ 
rency and the point-free sale of 
about 120 hams. The P. & A. 
Market admitted buying about 64 
hams and selling 25 without sur- 
rendering- or receiving ration 


points. 

Bayer’s Market, 2522 South 
Broadway, was suspended from 
selling meats, fats, fish and cheese 
for 30 days beginning March 6, 
for purchasing meats with a value 
of more than 7000 points without 
surrendering points. The order 
provided the suspension be stayed 
after the first three days. 

Charles Reineke, operator of

PUBLIC WORKS BOND ISSUE

Teinporary, Food Chiefs Assert 


re Point Values Likely Next Month 
When Oversupply Is Gone, Bowles Says— 
Canada Lifts All Restrictions.

WASHINGTON, March 1 (AP). 
—~The days when one again can 
buy all the chops, steaks and oth- 
er meat he wants are still a long 


way off despite a temporary eas- 


fiing of restrictions on civilian con- 


sumption in this country and in 
Canada. 

Such was the consensus today 
of experts of this country’s War 
Food Administration and repre- 
sentatives of the United Nations 
combined food board—a body rep- 
resenting the United States, Can- 
ada and the United Kingdom. 
The board’s function is to co- 
ordinate food policies of these na- 
tions. 

As these officials size up pros- 
pects, civilians in all the United 
Nations may have to do quite a 
bit more belt tightening as far as 
meat is concerned before the war 
is won. 

Thig point was aed by 
Price Administrator Chester 
Bowles, who said: “The higher 
point values we have been expect- 
ing seem sure to come next 
month.” 


Bowles saw “no likelihood” that 
this country could follow Canada’s 
lead and suspend meat rationing 
entirely, even for a time, declar- 
ing “the supply = situation just 
doesn’t warrant it.” + 

The lowering of meat ration 
values in thig country, starting 


Sunday, and the temporary sus- 
pension of rationing in Canada 
effective immediately, merely re- 
flect, officials said, a momentary 
glut ‘of marketing and storage fa- 
cilities in both countries, 

A fourth pork bonus 
United States was announced, 
starting today and continuing 
through Saturday. The pork bonus 
was applied by validation of spare 
stamp No, 4 in War Ration Book 
No. 4 for five points: Three 
stamps had been validated for me 
same amount previously. 

Bowles explained that the bonus 
is an interim measure to help move 
“the great amount of pork being 
produced:” It “will not be needed 
after Saturday” because the low- 
er general point values will apply 
then, he said. The special stamp 
is good for all types of sausage, 
regardless of pork content. 

The OPA jumped in ahead of 
the Canadian announcement with 
news of the American meat ra- 
tion cut. 


The announcement had been 
scheduled for next Friday but it 
was suddenly advanced after OPA 
learned that the Canadian change 
was coming. 

OPA, it was explained, moved 
up its announcement to avoid any 
impression that the changes in 
American ration values were be- 
ing made simply because of the 
Canadian action. The American 
changes, they said, were decided 
on a week ago.

WELDER HELD FOR SABOTAGE 
ON BATTLESHIP MISSOURI 


NEW YORK, March 1 (AP).— 
An indictment charging a former 
New York navy yard worker with 
sabotage in the alleged defective 
welding of an armor plate inside 
the battleship Missouri was re- 
turned by a Federal grand jury 
at Brooklyn yesterday. 

The indictment charged that 
Vincent J. Amoroso, 31 years old, 
Brooklyn, married and the father 
of two children, “did make defec- 
tive welding aboard the VU. 8. 8. 
Missouri under the Sabotage 
Act.” 

Assistant United States Attor- 
ney Albert V. De Meo said it was 
the first indictment of its kind in 
the country and the Government 
would seek to prove that if the de- 
fect had hot been discovered the 
armor plate seam would have 
cracked with the first firing of 
the ship’s big guns. Conviction 
under the indictment carries a 
maximum penalty of 30 years’ im- 
prisonment,. 


157,000 U, S, TAX RETURNS, 
~ 25 PCT, OF EXPECTED TOTAL 


A total of 157,000 income tax re- 
turns have been filed to date in 
the Eastern District of Missouri, 
Acting Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue Thomas P. Stanton, said to- 


day. This is about 25 per cent of 
the 700,000 returns expected, he 
added, and receipts to date total 
$23,500,000, 

Last year 600,000 taxpayers filed 
returns Stanton pointed out, but 
between Jan. 1 and March 1, last 
year the receipts totaled only 15 
million dollars. 

More than 90,000 taxpayers have 
been assisted in filling out their 
income tax blanks by deputy col- 
lectors and clerks in the basement 
of the Federal Building since it 
was opened Jan, 17.

Words vs. Deeds 


The Presideft has often defined the present 
conflict in terms of freedom and democracy ver- 
sus aggression and Fascism. He has spoken of 
keeping faith “with our sons and daughters who 
are fighting for freedom and justice and security 
at home and abroad,” and of restoring chattel 
peoples “to the dignity of human beings, masters 
of their own fate,” entitled to the Four Freedoms. 

Mr. Roosevelt has held-.aloft.a torch of liberty 
which the people of the United States have fol- 
lowed with their whole hearts. 

Naturally, then, it is with disquietude that we 
find our deeds failing to square with our words, 
The people are perplexed as they examine one 


by one our dealings with the nations of Europe 
_ and find them to be tainted with 


liberalism and 
anti-republicanism. 

These questions are pertinent: 

Why, in Europe, have we repudiated our own 
traditions and dealt as friends with weak, dis- 
honored Kings, Fascists and men of every au- 
thoritarian stripe? 

Why is it that in North Africa, ‘after the brief 
period in which we admittedly had:to choose, for 
reasons of expediency, strange bedfellows, we 
cohtinued to traffic with men like Gen,.*Nogues, 
whose troops fired on our soldiers in Morocco, 
and Pierre Boisson, brutal administrator of the 
Fascist decrees of Vichy? Why did we.import 
that concentration-camp artist, Peyrouton, to be 
our puppet; bolster Giraud in the face of mount- 
ing unpopularity; keep French North Africa for 
seven months under the yoke of Fascism only 
to have it broken by that same De Gaulle whose 
prestige we had made every. effort to undermine? 
These things have yet to be explained. 

Why did we grant only limited recognition to 
De Gaulle—a policy which now seems to be in the 
process of belated and embarrassing correction 


—when it was obvious a long time ago that he 


was unchallenged: leader of the French people? 

Why, when we invaded Italy, did we blink 
myopically at the Fascism of Badoglio and the 
black-hearted little King, and take them to our 
bosom while we scorned such proved Italian pa- 
triots as Count Sforza and Benedetto Croce? This 
grave error we have pursued even to the point 
of freely restoring mainland territories and 
Sicily to Badoglio and the King, giving them an 
opportunity to clinch their hold on a country for 
whose woes they are responsible. Can expediency 
explain such practices? Certainly they are not 
satisfactorily explained by Mr. Churchill’s an- 
alysis of the situation before the House of Com- 
mons last week, 

Why have we dallied, like a sentimental suitor, 
with a Finland as surely at war with us as she 
is with Russia and Great Britain? This strange 
tolerance of her pro-German ruling clique has 
been inimical not only to the hopes the Finnish 

eople themselves must have for peace, but an 
actual stumbling block to Allied progress. 

Why is it that,*in Yugoslavia, many months 
elapsed before the Allies extended a friendly hand 
to Gen. Tito who, as we now know, has done most 
of the fighting? Why was it Allied policy to 
feed the fiction of Mihailovie’s loyalty at a time 
when he was collaborating with enemy Italians 
to attack the Partisans? Gen. Tito has been in 
action, fighting our war, since 1941. We ‘have 
waited until the last week of February, .1944, 
for any admission from an Allied leader that he 
serves Our cause well. 

Why were King Peter and King George of 
Greece entertained at the White House, sup- 
ported by Churchill in his Quebec address and 
apparently coddled with every suggestion of ap- 
proval? The Yugoslav patriots remember all too 


bitterly the oppressions of King Alexander and — 


Regent Prince Paul, the duplicity of their old 
government, to forgive us lightly for support of 
such a stained regime-in-exile. It is the same 
with Greece, where patriots do not forget the 
bloody rule of King George during his co-tyranny 
with Dictator Metaxas. 

Why it it only recently that we have stiffened 
our policy toward Gen. Franco, hater of democ- 
racy, corrupter of Latin America, ‘for whom Hit- 
ler and Mussolini intervened to help destroy the 
constitutional Spanish Republic? 

What we have here is a picture of democracy 
dealing with its enemies, the Fascist wreckers 
of peace and popular government, | 

The reasons for our policy are obscure not 
only in the light of the President’s statement and 


reiteration of war aims, but because it is alien-. 


ating the very people in Europe who would be 
our friends. Surely we believe our own political 
philosophy to be superior to any yet devised. 
Surely it is to our best interests to cultivate in 
Europe those millions of people who have yearned 
to copy our peace-loving way of life. Instead of 
winning friends, we snub natural allies, tempting 
them to look-to Soviet Russia for what hope they 
have of working out their destinies. 

Total victory, Mr. Roosevelt has said, will not 
be realized “if-any vestige of Fascism in any of 
its malignant forms is permitted to survive any- 
where in the world.”

Politics and the REA 

Disclosures thus far in a Senate inquiry show 
that the farmers of the United States are deeply 
indebted to Administrator Harry Slattery for 
his courageous fight against selfish interests 
which have sought to exploit the Rural Electri- 
fication Administration, Mr, Slattery has had 
to battle two powerful groups: one, the pro- 
moters who have cleverly sought to convert the 
800 farmers’ electric co-operatives into a polit- 
ical machine, and the other, the opportunists 
in high places in Washington, who, if not’ actu- 
ally allied with the.wreckers, have aided and 
abetted them. 

Mr. Slattery indorsed the general purpose of 
the National Rural Electric Co-operative Associa- 
tion when it was proposed. as an organization in 
which the individual co-operatives could work 
together.

A Community Responsibility

of problem children\through police and courts, 
still has a pressing preventive job to do. 

A. vast potential of juvenile misbehavior shad- 
ows every city where the moral force of the 
small-town neighborhood is not in operation; 


where the moral force of enlightened or old- 


fashioned parenthood has been broken down by 
unnatural family conditions; where the moral 
force of the church has, frequently, only a Sun- 
day or even a wholly-absent exertion. 

Col. John J. Griffin, chairman of the Associated 
City-County Draft Boards, took the pulse of the 
problem at the Temple Isrgel panel discussion 
Monday night: “It is not a case of juvenile de- 
linquency, but of parental delinquency.” 

But rehabilitation of “delinquent” parents, en 
masse, is scarcely feasible. The community, then, 
must assume such traditionally parental func- 
tions as have broken down, must systematize its 
training of children in personal responsibility, 
self-respect, constructive direction of energies, 
development of that basic morality that makes 
the junior citizen an asset to his environment. 

Col. Griffin is working for the opening of 
more public schools to evening recreational pro- 
grams. It is imperative that this be done. But 
there must still be an adjustment of inter-agency, 
inter-committee, inter-area differences and the 
adoption of an over-all, community-sponsored, 
tax-subsidized program to guide the youth of 
the city that is not getting guidance. Cannot 
the thinking of those who uhderstand the symp- 
toms and sources of the problem be directed along 
these lines? ' 
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Little Comfort to Either 

In New York City’s largest congressional dis- 
trict, the Twenty-first (population nearly 400,- 
000), only 21,843 voters turned out yesterday in 
a special election to fill the unexpired term of 
former (Representative Joseph A. Gavagan. Al- 
though this district has been a Tammany strofig- 
hold for years, the Democratic candidate, James 
H. Torrens, won by the narrow margin of 1571, 
and in doing so he had the help of $226 Amert- 
can Labor party votes. 

This election was regarded as exceptionally 
important by both Democratic and Republican 
leaders. A strong campaign was made by the 
Republican nominee, William 8. Bennet, a for- 
mer Congressman, There may be some signifi- 
cance in the drastic reduction of the combined 
Democratic-Labor party majority, which was 
29,792 in 1942 when the total vote was 91,384, 
but most observers will be keenly disappointed 
in the apathy of the voters.‘ The result, with

A voice from our radio buttonholed us 
the other evening and issued a sharp warn- 
ing. Russia, said the voice, is obviously 
out for all she can get. England is ob- 
viously trying to regain her- empire. and 
beat us to trade routes, If we know what's 
good for us, we will accept the challenge 
and enter the race. What we need is a 
clear, well-defined foreign policy based on 
self-interest, 


This voice, so worldly-wise, so shrewd, 
has encouraged us to formulate just suc 
a foreign policy for the United States. We 
are a believér in self-interest. In order, 
however, that our suggested policy be clear 
and carefully defined, we shall have to 
pause for a moment to inquire into the 
meaning and nature of policy itself. 

Policy is a system of conduct shaped by 
expediency. It is supported by diplomacy 
and it takes for granted independence of 
action. Because of its peculiar nature, 
policy is a luxury which the world can 
probably no longer afford, although the 
world realizes this only dimly and may not 
perceive it sharply for many years to come, 


A Shield Is for War 


Waltee Lippmann has written a book on 
the subject of foreign policy, defining it as 


_ the “shield of the Republic’—an accurate , 


term, the shield being a traditional device 
in war and war being the clash of two or 
more policies, It is impossible to envision 
an orderly world in which policy remains 
the accepted instrument of government and 
in which 60 or 70 nations each arrive inde- 
pendently at a.clear, well-defined foreign 
policy based on self-interest. Such a po- 
litical arrangement is essentially chaotic, 
and will remain so, in our opinion. 


It is as though 18 ball players went out 
on a diamond, each having evolved his own 
policy regarding the bat, the ball, the glove 
and the bases. One player’s policy is to 
run directly from first to third without 
bothering with second. Another secretly 
resolves to conceal a bat in his shirt and 
rap the pitcher over the head with it, An- 


other decides to keep tossing the ball up 
in the air and catching it, in solitary glee. 
It ddesn’t make for an orderly ball game, 
yet it is the system by which nations live 
and it is the principle which our radio 
voice advises us to perpetuate, 


Where written lawsegoverns people’s ac- 
tions (that is, in the city, in the state, in 
the nation), the individual does not enjoy 
the privilege of policy and does not’ ex- 
pect to. He enjoys, instead, the protection 
of codified morality and the dull, pleasant 
society of lawyers and cops. Yet this in- 
dividual, who has himself long since sur- 
rendered the privilege of policy, still in- 
sists that his country shall exercise it. . 


The sitaatiom Is Absurd 


This is an absurd situation, which is 
slowly drawing to™ logical climax in the 
bombed cities and in the terrible, bloody 
jungles. The question the war has raised, 
higher than a jet plane, is whether na- 
tions can continue to exist by policy. 


In the absence of constitutional world 
law, in the absence of government on a 
planetary level, a nation has no alternative 
but to find a policy and pursue it. The 
United States is no exception. 


Mr. Lippmann, in his book, suggests that 
our foreign policy be to cultivate the right 
people—which is as flimsy a program for 
a nation as for an individual. Suth a 
foreign policy is hot only a shield of the 
Republic, it is practically an admission that 
the Republic will again have to use the 
shield in battle, 


Therefofe, we shall now suggest a some- 
what more difficult policy. To us it seems 
clear and well defined. It is, in short, the 
only decent course for a nation to follow. 
We propose that it shall be the policy of 
the United States to bring to an end the 
use of policy. 

No other policy will lead us toward peace, 
No other makes any sense in the long run. 
No other is in our self-interest, no matter 
how advantageous to us it may appear to 
be, ⸗ 


Record of the Japanese-Americans in Hawaii 


From the New York Sun, 


Visiting Honolulu, a staff correspondent 
of the Baltimore Sun obtained from Col. 
Kendall J. Fielder, Assistant Chief of Staff 
for military intelligence there, what may 
be called an unqualified bill of health for 
the conduct of 160,000 Japanese-Americans 
in the Hawalian Islands. Col. Fielder said: 

“T have been in charge of Military In- 
telligence activities here since June, 1941, 
and am in a position to know what has 
happened. There have been no known acts 
of sabotage, espionage or fifth-column ac- 
tivities committed by the Japanese in 
Hawaii, either on or subsequent to Dec, 7, 
1941.” 


It is true that on the day of the attack 
at Pearl Harbor and immediately after- 
ward, a handful of Japanese-Americans 
known to be disloyal were seized, Since 
that time, the rest of the 160,000 Japanese- 
Americans have lived and worked under 
no greater restrictions, generally speaking, 
than the islands’ other sesidents. 

More than 600 Japanese-Americans from 
Hawaii are serving as combat inter 
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preters at various parts of the Pacific 
front. More than 10,000 Japanese-Ameri- 
cans volunteered for combat duty in the 
Army, but only 2645 could be accepted. 
One unit of these volunteers has already 
seen service in Italy, with heavy casual- 
ties in battle. 

Since the War Department long ago held 
large-scale evacuation of the Japanese-

Mr. Hannegan Gets Started 


ERY often, and it’s especially true in politics, people sum up the 
VP movements they represent. In this campaign year, it would be 

difficult to find two more strongly contrasted individuals than - 
Robert E. Hafhnegan, Democratic national chairman, and his opposite 
mumber for the Republicans, Harrison E. Spangler. , 

Today’s column deals with Hannegan and how he is getting along 
in his big new job. Tomorrow’s column will be devoted to Spangler. 


“Bob” Hannegan, in less than 
three years, has moved from City 
Committee chairman in St. Louis 
to boss of the big show. lt was a 
big jump, and just now Hannegan 
is feeling the weight of the re- 
sponsibility that has fallen on 
him. 

He is discovering how com- 
pletely the party organization has 
fallen away in recent years. A 
. politician who has always worked 
in terms of organization—wards, 
precincts, patronage—he is a little 
shocked by his discovery. 


Why, there was no mailing list 
ef county chairmen in Democratic 
headquarters! The national chair- 
man didn’t even have an office in 
the headquarters! Postmaster- 
General Frank Walker had done 
his politicking in New York and, 
before him, Edward J. Flynn had 
paid little heed to national organi- 
zation. The dry rot had begun 
with the departure.of James A. 
Farley, and nothing had been 
done to stop it. 


A New Magic Is Needed. 


The truth, as Hannegan has 
been discovering. is that the whole 
Democratic party, for the past 
five years or longer, has been us- 
ing Franklin D. Roosevelt’s ccat- 
tails as a kind of magic carpet on 
which to ride into office. This 
_ year, as Hannegan well knows, 
that may not be enough. 

Patuonage has got completely 
out of hand, and that ia some- 
thing Hannegan is starting to 
work on at once. Cabinet mem- 
bers have almost entirely ignored 
the national committee in mak- 
ing appointments. Operating on 
their oWn, they have developed 
their own principalities and sa- 


trapies. This has frequently caused / 


screams‘of anguish from Congress- 
men who have discovered appoint- 
ments made from their districts 
about which they were never con- 
sulted. : 

Hannegan’s first meeting with 
the - Democratic Congressional 
Campaign Committee on Capitol 
Hill was revealing. It began with 
an #ld recording — a blah-blah 
speech by one committee member 
about how certainly the Democrats 
would win with F. D. R. and gain 
back many of,the seats they lost 
‘in 42 


presiding, cast some doubts on this 
rosy forecast. This broke the 
meeting wide open. One Con- 
gressman after another delivered 
himself of a tirade on the faults 
and failures of the national com- 
mittee. And they got around to 
blaming themselves—for not be- 
ing on the floor, for missing roll- 
calls, 

At 40, Hannegan has.a young- 
ish, smooth face with impassive 
blue eyes. Politics has bean his 
daily diet since birth. His father 
was a policeman, later a captain 
of detectives, He is Irish, a Cath- 
olic. He dresses carefully, with 
ties, socks, suit in color harmony. 
On the fourth finger of his left 
hand, he wears a largish diamond 
ring. 


Down to the Grass Roots. 


Hannegan likes to talk. He 
likes to talk about organization. 
He says he intends to get together 
with the precinct workers through- 
out the country who have become 
the forgotten men of today. He 
talks about this new “forgotten 
man” with feeling. ; 

Ideas hold little interest for him. 
He says he is not a New Dealer. 
Getting along with Democratic 
Senators of every political shade, 
from Wheeler of Montana to Pep- 
per of Florida, is one of the ob- 
jectives he has set for himself. 
The explosion over the tax bill 
will not make his task easier. 

Hannegan has been out on a 
‘brief. tour, meeting party leaders 
in Minnesota and Texas. He 
wants, however, in these first 
weeks of his job to stick pretty 
close to Washington. For one 
thing, he intends to organize a 
big radio campaign, spend some 
real money. 


The new chairman has taken, 
temporarily at any. rate, a small 
office in the big plushy suite at the 
Mayflower Hotel that is commit- 
tee headquarters. It has been a 
pretty sleepy place in recent years, 
this headquarters, reduced for all 
practical purposes to Charlie 
Michelson and a typewriter. 

Hannegan intends to fill it with 
new, bustling life — organization. 
If the Democrats win in '44, it will 
be with Roosevelt plus the votes 
that the new chairman can or- 
ganize out in the wards back ‘of 
the tracks.

HE unseemly row between the President and Congress over the 
tax bill seems directly from Mr. Roosevelt’s refusal to reorganize 


his Cabinet. 


The. President was elected for a’ 


third term in 1940 because the na- 
tion knew that it had to prepare 
for war and that very probably it 
would have to go to war. With 
this in mind, the War and Navy 
departments were placed in the 
_ hands of new men—Stimson and 
Knox, Patterson and Forrestal, 
McCloy and Bard, Lovett and 
Gates. 

For the mobilization of war in- 
dustry, for lend-lease and ship- 
ping, though there wasa good deal 
of fumbling in the early days,.the 
game rule applied: New men, 
chosen for their known ability and 
unconnected with Democratic or 
New Deal politics, were brought to 
Washington — men like Nelson, 
Wilson and Batt, men like Stet- 
tinius and Douglas. These men 
and others like them, whose names 
will no doubt be included when the 
nation makes up its roll of honor, 
have been the civilian organizers 
of victow. 

But for the so-called home 
front, though he has himself in- 
sisted repeatedly that it is insep- 
arable from the fighting front, 
Mr. Roosevelt has clung to his 
old prewar appointees and hench- 
men. That is the sufficient ex- 
planation why, while the military 
‘war is so well conducted, the civil- 
jan part of the war is so unsatis- 
factory. ha, 
Reliance on the Treasury. 

The affair of the tax bill is a 
eonclusive demonstration. No one 
will assume or pretend that Mr. 
Roosevelt could or does have any 
mastery of the intricate problem 
of war finance. Few men have. 
He has to rely upon the Treasury. 
So does Congress. The Treasury 
alone is in a position to speak 
with knowledge and authority. 

But in -fact, the Treasury does 
not speak with authority: there is 
no one in the Treasury who pro- 
fesses to deal with war finance, 
not Secretary Morgenthau, or the 
general counsel, Randolph Paul, 
to whom Congress will: listen. 

It is idle to say that Congress 
will not listen to anyone from the 
administration: Congress listens 
very intently and cordially to 
men of proved knowledge of their 
field and ability in action—to men 
like Marshall and King, Stimson, 
Ickes and Baruch, 

Men speak with authority when 
they are known to be the masters 
of their subject. The plain fact 
is that Secretary Morgenthau is 
not the master of, he is not even 
a very apt pupil in, the field of 
var finance. It is a credit to 
hig modesty that he does not pre- 
tend to be, and he has been ac- 
cording to his lights a devoted 
public servant. 


Duties of the Secretary. 

. But this is war, and the Secre- 
.tary of the Treasury should be 
more than a good chief clerk of 
the Treasury Department. He 
should himself be. the master of 
the problems of war finance, ca- 
pable of leading opinion and shap- 
ing policy and directing his sub- 
ordinates. 

Now, the fact that the President 
‘Goes not have a Secretary of the 
Treasury upon whose judgment he 
ean jean has meant that Mr. Roose-| 


velt’s fiscal policies have been no 
more than a collection of uncon- 
sidered, casual and often contra- 
dictory statements based on mem- 
oranda supplied by small subordi- 
nates in the Treasury Department. 

The message vetoing the tax bill, 
which infuriated Congress, is on 
its face sorsething that could not 
have been written, or even studied 
—— by the President him- 
self. 

I do not know who supplied the 
ill-natured phrases and the bad 
manners; whoever he is, he is a 
most unsuitable person to have 
anything to do with the high re- 
sponsibility of the President's lead- 


ership of Congress and the coun-’| 


try. Butyit is evident that the 
calculations and the specific crit- 
icisms of the tax bill must have 
come from the Treasury experts. 

Now, the cHuracter of these crit- 
icisms is evidence that the Treas- 
ury is at present unequal to its 
task in the war. 

e Treasuury Department is 
charged with the financing of 
the war. Yet it cannot get a hear- 
ing from Congress which alone 
can supply the revenues; it cannot 
even provide the President with a 
sound policy and adequate argu- 
ments if he must have disputes 
with Congress. In such a situa- 
tion the remedy ig not an apology. 
to Senator Barkley, -but some res- 
ignations and some new faces in 
the Treasury, 

This is the one remedy which 
the President most consistently 
hates to apply. But without it, his 
third term will become increas- 
ingly impossible, and a fourth 
‘term unthinkable. 

A Crisis of Confidence. i 

Our system of government, in 
which the President remains for 
a fixed term, is subject to these 
recurrent crises of confidence be- 
tween the Comgress and the execu- 
tive, They are always exception-

INCE hearts are the hardest 
working muscle in the animal 

‘body, they. are firm and tough.- 
For this reason, to cook hearts 
whole it is necessary to cook them 
in moist low heat to get them ten- 
der, Barely cover them with’ wa- 
ter, and simmer, which means the 
water should bubble only occasion- 
ally. The kettle should be covered 
tightly. Because it takes from 2 
to 2% hours to cook them, the 
housewife must remember to put 
them on in time to cook them de- 
liciously tender. The liquid makes 
excellent gravy when thickened, 
A pinch of thyme or marjoram 
sprinkled in to season the gravy, 
and a few drops of gravy flavor- 
ing and coloring, will produce a 
savory and attractive gravy. When 
serving, slice heart& very thinly 
and always across the grain. Rec- 
ipe | below offers still another 
method of preparation. 

Stewed Pork Hearts With Rice 
Border, ) 

One and one-half. pounds pork 
hearts, two tablespoons cubed on- 
ion, two tablespoons cubed carrot, 
one brapch celery, chopped, two 
tablespdons flour, two tablespoons 
butter, one tablespoon vinegar, 
one-half teaspoon salt. 

Wash hearts thoroughly in 
warm water, and remove’all veins 
and tough fibers. Cut in small 
pieces; do not soak these in water. 
Add boiling water to cover, then 
the onion, carrot and celery. Sim- 
mer gently one and one-half to 
two hours, depending on size of 
pieces and age of the heart. Mix 
flour and melted butter. and stir. 
into the hot stew. Add vinegar 
and salt, and stir until thickened. 
Serve with border of steamed rice. 
Sprinkle with chopped parsley.

Three-fourths cup _ all-purpose 
flour, three-fourths cup cornmeal, 
three-fourths teaspoon salt, two 
tablespoons sugar, one tablespoon 
baking powder, one egg, one cup 
milk, one-fourth cup melted short- 
ening. 

Sift flour once, measure and re- 
sift twice with cornmeal, ‘salt, 
sugar and baking powWder. Beat 
egg until frothy, add milk and 
shortening. Then add flour mix- 
ture all at once. Beat until smooth- 
—about one minute. Pour into siz- 
zliing hot, well greased skillet, 
about 10% inches in diameter (No.

éé Y HUSBAND is suffering 

M from lumbago.

Lumbago ig not a separate dis- 
ease. It is simply a pain in the 
back—good old backache and in 


many ways resembles that other 
good old reliable—headache,

old, which is about the -average 
age for men for lumbago. Women 
have it at earlier ages, because a 
good deal of it is reflex from the 
pelvic organs. A gynaecologist and 
an orthopedist once collaborated 
on a definition and evolved this: 
“A woman is a potential mother 
with a backache.” They were both 
bachelors, according to tradition, 


‘ and cynics, and both met mysteri- 


ous and violent ends.

Backache in ¢hildren is always 
a more serious indication than in 
adults. And the child may not 
comiplain vocally of pain, but by 
its attitude, posture and method of 
stooping down to pick up an ob- 
ject on the floor, in a way that 
protects the back, the trouble may 
be suspected, 

Lumbago does not mean 
Bright's Disease, that old bugaboo 
picture of the man with the cane 
holding his back and shouting for 
kidney medicine has gone for 
ever. The “kidney medicine” 
really never toucked the kidneys 
at all, but had something like 
aspirin in it to soothe muscles. A 
kidney with q stone, or infection 
can cause the symptoms of lumba- 
go, but this ig fairly rare. : 

Lumbago is named after the 
lumbar muscles—a very thick 
heavy, matted group of muscula- 
ture. Here is where lumbago is 
located in the vast majority of 
cases, These muscles are nearly 
constantly moving—not mnecessar- 
ily only when you are working, 
but even when you are sitting 
still or lying in bed—as you know 
full well when you get lumbago 
because you ¢an't find a comforta- 
ble position. Everything is smooth 
and automatic usually, but as time 
goes on and a succession of in- 
fectiong from teeth and tonsils 
leave small abscesses which turn 
to fibrous. spots the mechanism 
gets clogged and it grinds and 
creaks and there age are, 


THE LUMBAR muscles are at- 
tached to the bones of the spine 
and these lumbar vertebrae are 
very likely to be the places where 
chronic arthritis lights, but that 
can be detected by the x-ray and 
is another story, 

I read in a medical magesitie 
about “rheumatism from mental 
influences.” That is a valid con- 
ception, and particularly applies 
to the back. The back symboli- 
cally bears the burdens of life and 
when the burdens become —* 
heavy the back symbolically re- 
volts. 

The treatment of simple mus- 
cular lumbago is indicated from 
the causes. Thank heaven drugs 
have little or no place in the 
treatment and only do harm. See 
about the focal infections in the 
teeth and other places. And after 
he acute stage limber up the lum- 
bars in any way possible—mas- 
Bage, exercise, even though it 
nearly kills you at first.
